A pproxim ately $45,000 
will lie re­ 
leased 
to the people 
of G ettysburg 
within the next 
two weeks when the 
banking 
institutions send 
out their 
Christm as savings fund checks. 
This 
is about $1500 more 
than last year 
At the same time that the G ettysburg 
people get their checks the hanks in 
the sm aller towns of the county will 
send out th eir cherki and a total run­ 
ning to between $200,000 and $300,000 
will Im * distributed in this way. 
At the G ettysburg National Bank it 
was 
stated 
this morning th at 
the 
checks would Im * mailed about Decem­ 
ber 15th. 
At the Citizens’ Trust Com­ 
pany the date was fixed for not later 
than the 17th, 
There is one more in­ 
stallment to bt paid at each place and 
the work cif calculating the amounts 
to be sent is a big proposition, so that 
it requires sew oral days a fter the last 
payment is in before the checks can be 
sent. 


It may Im * a m atter of surprise that 
the total here is not much larger than 
in other years, because of the volume 
of business done in the town during 
the sum m er 
months. 
This is 
very 
readily explained, however, by reason 
of the fa rt that these funds are s ta r t­ 
ed early in the year and the prosperity 
came 
too late 
to be* shown to 
any 
g reat extent. 
It did, however, keep 
jiome from allowing the funds to lap*e 
instead of carrying them to the end 
of the year. 


Business people claim th at th e real 
C hristm as rush does not come in full 
swing until the 
Christm as funds are 
distributed. 
There is some buying be­ 
fore 
that, to be sure, by those 
who 
w ant to get their shopping out of the 
way in good time but, generally speak­ 
ing, the C hristm as business is center­ 
ed in the period between the sending 
out of the checks and C hristm as day. 
Before the checks come there are busy 
tim es m aking out lists, consulting ad­ 
vertisem ents, looking over stocks, and 
so on. Then, when the money is avail­ 
able, the rest is easy. 


A num!>er 
of persons turn 
their 
savings into perm anent 
certificates 
but it is believed that this year there 
will be few er of these than usual ow­ 
ing to 
high prices, the 
general de­ 
mand for money, and other conditions 
which are well known.

Arendtsville Patrons to Have Session 
Friday Night. 


Failing health, which had kept him 
from following his usual duties for 
the past several months, resulted in 
the death of William Spangler, vete­ 
ran of the Civil W ar and battlefield 
guard, at the home of his niece, Miss 
Sadie Hoffman, on York street, at 
5:15 Tuesday evening 
He was aged 
78 years, l l months, and IO days. 
Mr. Spangler wa- about the house 
as usual on Tuesday 
and 
at five 
o’clock went upstairs t-» his bedroom. 
Miss Hoffman heard a strange noise , 
and, hurrying up to the room, found • 
him lying on the floor. He had fallen 
against the bed. evidently a victim 
of a form of heart trouble, and died 
within a very short time. 
Mr. Spangler was on* <>f the town's 
most respected citizen- 
For twenty 
three years he had be* n a member of 
the force of guards em pl >yed by the 
National Park Commis- 
n, 
His te r­ 
ritory w as that including the Culp’s 
Hill a n i 
Spangler s Spring .section 
and his courteous manner and kindly 
ways did much to make pleasant the 
visit of tourists to that part of the 
field. 
His thoughtfulness was shown 
in the keen delight h** took every 
w inter in caring for the birds and 
squirrels in the wooded .sections and 
the w'ild life there came to know him 
as their special friend. 
Mr. Spangler was born in Cumber­ 
land township, a son of Abraham and 
Elizabeth Spangler. 
He spent his 
early life on the home farm and got 
his education at Granite School. 
On 
October 16, 1862, he responded to his 
country’s call and served in the Civil 
W ar as .sergeant in Company E, 165th 
Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry, and 
took p art in engagements at Suffolk, 
Jam estow n Road, Beaver’s Dam, ('ars- 
Ville, and Deserted House, near Suf­ 
folk. 
He is a member of Corporal Skelly 
Post 9, G. A. R , and attended the an­ 
nual banquet held at the Post Room 
several weeks ago. 
He was one of 
the oldest members of Gettys Lodge 1 
of Odd Fellow* No. 124. He also serv­ 
ed at one time as a member of the 
town council. 


On March 18th, 1871, he married 
Miss Mary A. lf am ish, of McKnights­ 
town. A fter their m arriage they resid­ 
ed for a 
time 
at 
McKnightstown 
where he carried on the huckstering 
business. 
Later they moved to Get­ 
tysburg and he conducted a grocery 
in the room now 
occupied 
by 
the 
Chritzm an jewelry store. 
A fter giv­ 
ing up this bu-iness he took employ­ 
ment at the Reading freight depot 
and then became a battlefield guard 
which position he has faithfully lili­ 
ed ever since. 


Mrs. Spangler died several years 
ago, and Mr. Spangler has no imme­ 
diate relatives. 
He was the last of 
a family of eleven children, his only 
surviving 
brother, 
Levi 
Spangler, 
having died at Biglerville 
very re ­ 
cently. 
He, too, was taken suddenly, 
being found dead in a chair at his 
home. 
Funeral Friday afternoon at 1:30 
from the home oL his niece, Miss Hoff­ 
man, on York street, conducted by 
Rev. J. B. Baker, pastor of St. Jam es 
Lutheran church, of which he w*as a 
member.

LARGE INCREASE 
IN GRAIN VIEL!) 


Four of Five Major O ops De­ 
cidedly Larger than Last 
Year. Figures (liven. 


An increase of 8,560,417 bushel* of 
cereal crops was made by the Penn­ 
sylvania fainter during the past sea­ 
son over 1916, 
according to figures 
ju st 
compiled by the 
Pennsylvania 
D epartment of Agriculture. 


The crop reports show th at there 
was an increase in all of the cereal 
crops this year over last year, except 
rye, and there was but a slight de­ 
crease in the rye production, due to 
an unfavorable season. 
Corn, wheat. 
oats and buckwheat showed substan­ 
tial gains, oats alone showing a gain 
of almost 6,OGO,000 bushed. 


Given favorable w eather conditions 
for the growing 
of 
the 
crop 
and 
ample labor the Pennsylvania farm er 
is gradually working 
to 
a greater 
production per acre 
than 
in 
past 
years and each year conditions 
are 
being somewhat bettered. 
In 
1909 
the total production of wheat, com, 
rye, oats and buckwheat in the State 
was 99,525,355 bushels, showing that 
the 1917 crops were 41,066,478 bushels 
g reater than eight years ago. In 1915 
with a bumper oats crop the produc­ 
tion figures were 
about 
a 
million 
bushels ahead of 1916.

FOR REGISTERING 


Governor Urges that Women of 
Stale should Sign Cards 
during the Week. 


The delay in sending the final con­ 
tingent of Adams County men is ex­ 
plained at last. 
Inability 
of 
the 
quarterm asters’ 
departm ent to secure winter clothing 
for the national arm y is declared to 
bt* responsible for the failure to call 
into service 40 per cent of Pennsyl­ 
vania’s first, drafted quota. 
Almost 
60 per cent of that quota is in the 
training camps, making a total of 32,- 
000 men. 
The balance of over 22,000 
remains in Pennsylvania, hundreds of 
the men jobless 
arui 
all 
of them 
anxious to know* when they are to go 
to camp. 


Rumors to the effect that the pro­ 
vost general will rule out the 22,000 
Pennsylvanians who have 
not 
been 
called are declared unfounded. 


“About HO per cent of our people 
are in the cam ps”, said Colonel Frank 
J. Sweeney, head of the d ra ft board 
for Pennsylvania. 
“The rem aining IO 
per cent, or about 22,OOO men, 
are 
ready to go when called. My under­ 
standing of the delay is not that the 
camps are not ready to receive them, 
but that a delay has resulted some­ 
where in the forwarding or m anufac­ 
ture of winter clothing.” 


All of the Pennsylvania local draft 
boards are declared ready with their 
last quotas of men. 
It was originally 
supposed th a t the last quotas from 
this state would go forw ard Novem­ 
ber IU to lo. 
In anticipation of such 
a movement hundreds 
of 
national 
arm y men quit their jobs in order to 
have a few* days’ recreation. 
They 
have been recreating ever since— ex­ 
cept those who were com pel lei! to find 
other work in order to keep going un­ 
til the call came. 
About three weeks ago the men in 
Adams County who have been accept­ 
ed for service were notified to be 
ready for the call and 
all of them 
have been daily expecting some notice 
ever since th a t time. 
It is doubtful 
if many of them have given up posi­ 
tions on this account, however, but 
all of them are prepared to do it when 
the occasion comet. 
Adams County also wdl not have 
to furnish 40 per cent on this call, 
which would amount to 96 men, for 
she has already 
sent 211 
which is 
more than 60 per cent. Counting those 
rejected at camp 
it is not thought 
that the final contingent from here 
will number more than 50.

Washington, Dec. 5— The Adminis­ 
tration resolution 
declaring 
that a 
state of war has existed between the 
United States and 
A ustria 
“ since 
noon. December 5, 1917”, was pre­ 
sented in the House of Representa­ 
tive* this afternoon. 
The full text of 
the resolution is as follows: 
“ Whereas, the imperial and royal 
government of Austro-H ungary has 
shown its hostility to the governm ent 
and people of the United States by 
severing diplomatic relations, and has 
formally adhered 
to the 
policy of 
ruthless submarine relations, adopted 
by its ally, the Imperial German Gov­ 
ernm ent, 
with 
which 
the 
United 
States is at war; and has given to 
its ally every support 
and 
aid on 
both land and sea in the prosecution 
of the war against 
the government 
and people 
of the 
United 
States, 
therefore be it, 
“ Resolved, by the Senate and House 
of Representative* 
o f. the 
United 
States of America assembled, that 
a state of w ar 
be ami is hereby de­ 
clared to exist since noon of the 5th 
day of December 1917 between the 
United States of America and the 
imperial and royal A ustro-H ungarian 
governm ent; 
and the President 
be 
and he is hereby authorized and di­ 
rected to employ the entire naval and 
military forces of the government to 
carry on war against the imperial and 
royal A ustro-H ungarian governm ent 
ami to bring it to a successful term i­ 
nation 
“ All tho resources of the country 
are hereby pledged by the Congress 
of the United States.” 
The resolution was introduced 
by 
Chairman Flood of the House Com­ 
mittee on Foreign Affairs and will be 
approved this afternoon by that com­ 
mittee. 
The Senate will receive the resolu­ 
tion when it convenes to-morrow*.
